TALKS BEFORK MIDDLESEX WO- 


MEX'S CLUB 
William Allan Ncilson, Ph.D., pro- 


fessor of, English at Harvard univer- 
sity, gave a delightful talk brforo the 
Middlesex Women's < lub yesterday af- 
ternoon on the subject, "The Develop- 
ment of Keats' Thought.- 
The sub- 


ject dealt largely with the all too brief 
life of the harshly criticised English 
poet, whose early poems were disfig- 
ured, by conceits and affectations, hut 
whose latest works place him amongst 
the masters of his art. 
Prof. Xeilson 


also read from several ol his bettor 
known sonnets and poems. 


Prof. Neilson said that the Keats we 


are familiar with today is the. sensu- 
ous Keats. His first volume of poems 
published just 100 years ago received 
a creat deal of abuse, all of which 
was not aimed at him alone, but at 
his friends. 
Many years 
after 
his 


death in Rome—he died there in 1S21 
in his 26th year—love letters of his 
were found and published. The year 
before he died he had fallen in loic 
with a girl in London. 
The letters 


shocked 
people 
immeasurably, 
y< i 


there was nothing disgraceful or real- 
ly shocking In them. They were sim- 
ply the letters written by a man pos- 
sessing vivid imaginative powers, to 
a girl he passionately loved. 
Later biographies of Keats, however, 


brought people to have confidence in 
the ability of the man. 
They showed 


that instead of being self-indulgent he 
had great power of self criticism. He 
was a man 
one may well admire; 


plucky, 
courageous 
and 
sacrificing, 


sturdy and self-respecting, not 
the 


puny, whining creature his reviewers 
had pictured him. 
Keats' poems have the greatest ap- 


peal to the senses of man. Other poets 
had brought a strong appeal to the 
senses of smell, taste and hearing, but 
no other had endeavored to bring out 
the sense of touch—the feeling- 
of 


plunging one's hand into cold water, or 
into beds of cooling moss. 
People have, said of Keats that .he 


had a fine apparatus for the purpose 


of registering the 
feelings 
of the 


senses, but little mind to spoak of. His 
ideas were not cryetallzed and he did 
not have control over his taste. 
His 


poems were all written In that age 
which is between youth and manhood. 
In 1820. the year before his death, he 
published his third volume of poems, 
which make us like him best. 
Thi 


volume contained Lamia, Isabella. Ev 
of St. Agnes, the fragment of Hyperio 
and the odes to the Nightingale and 
the Grecian Urn. It was also in th'.- 
volume that Keats showed evidence 
of thinking in his work. 
Endymion is based on the simple myth 


of the Goddess Diana of 
the moon 


falling in love with Endymion 
and 


visiting him at night. 
On this om 


hare i ircumstanco Keats wrote 
4000 


lines 
To Keats the moon was the 


most beautiful thing in nature, and 
Endymion was really a glorification ot 
it. 
This poem shows that Keats not 


only loved such things of rare beauty, 
as sweet peas, but also that he loved 
the world and mankind. 


Hyperion has something of the or 


gan tone of Milton,, and this is no 
to be wondered at for Keats had beei 
reading Milton just previous to writ 
ing it. Hyperion begins superbly and 
has a half dozen passages which com- 
pare with any ever written in English 
poetry. Everything of Keats' is in the 
glorification of beauty and that which 
is "first in beauty is first in might," i" 
the one great idea embodied in Hy- 
perion. 
The Eve of St. Agnes is as melodious 


as any portion of the Faery Queen 
and his influence IB strikingly appar- 
ent in the subsequent efforts of the 
English muse—Browning has his col- 
or without his melody, while Tenny- 
son and his color and melody both. 


Before Keats left, for Rome he had 


laid his plans for more participation 
in the activities of men. He felt that 
his life was only in the first stage and 
that to be successful he: would have to 
go on further. 
To us the value of his 


works is in the thought of what he 
might have accomplished had he lived, 
and yet the real value of his poems 
lies in the beauty 
he 
actually de- 


scribed. 
Prof. Neilson concluded his lecture 


by reading the two most perfect of 
Keats' works, the Ode to Autumn and 
the Ode to the Grecian Urn.

unreliable. The training course 
that 


this club has undertaken to study is 
one of the best going. It will give you 
organized knowledge; and that spells 
success." 
Tracing the conditions that led up 


to the appointment of the Interstate 
Commerce commission, and comment- 
ing upon its work, he said: "The act 
that created it has not harmed the 
strong lines and it has permitted the 
weak to develop. 
Some transportation 


companies may feel that it hears hard 
upon them, but it has established a 
system fair to all, which has proven 
very acceptable. 
I have come 
into 


personal contact with the commission, 
and I consider it one of the most sym- 
pathetic and useful departments of 
the government.''

EXTENDING OUR 
FOREIGN TRADE 


The Federal Trade Commission is proving a very valuable agency 


in this country for improving industrial conditions and encouraging the 
best method for making the most of the foreign markets of the world. 


To this commi.-i.sion was largely committed the task of enforcing 


the provisions of ihe Sherman anti-truM law, and the result of its| 
efforts towards general enforcement 
without recourse to the courts is j 


well known and redounds to its credit as showing the right kind 
o f j 


business tact. 


In an address in Pittsburg. PH., the other night, Hon. Edward N. 


Hurley, chairman of tbe commission, gave an interesting statement 
the commission's functions and aims as 
of government and business. 


While the address dealt with the need of foreign selling agencies 


as provided for in the Webb bill now before congress it pointed out 
some essential features in which American business must be improved 
before it can compete successfully in the foreign markets. 


The first step that Mr, Hurley advises is an accurate system of 


audit and cost accounting that will show the true, condition of the 
business under consideration and be a reliable basis from whiott banks 
can estimate the amount of loans to be advanced. 


When the Federal Trade commission assumed its duties it found 


that neither the government nor the industry itself could furnish adequate 
data to show the actual condition of the industry. As a. result the com- 
mission has inaugurated a, uniform cost accounting system for factories 
and merchandising establishments. 
In the past banking, brokerage and 


investment firms had often been imposed upon by inaccurate or mis- 
leading statements which under the plan recommended by the Federal 
Trade Commission will be impossible. 


These regulations are now being considered by the Federal Reserve 


Board, and when approved by that body will probably be put into gen- 
eral operation. 
Not only will it be 
possible to show by this method 


the true cost, the assets and liabilities but also whether the business 
is being conducted with the efficiency that the progress of the hour 


demands. 


The nest step proposed is to take advantage of trade associations 


sind co-operation. 
Through these agencies competitors could standardize 


their products and eliminate unfair practices from their business. 
There 


can be no success in the foreign market if American manufacturers 
meet there to fight one another. 
Thus two conditions are essential to 


success. First, efficiency at home, and second, co-operation among busi- 
ness men in marketing their goods abroad. 


The passage of tho Webb bill urged by President Wilson will a.fford 


the greater freedom needed for co-operation in developing our foreign 
'market after the close of the war. With this bill enacted, our merchant 
marine in operation, foreign selling agencies and branch banks estab- 
lished abroad, there will then be nothing to prevent the American manu- 
facturer from using his driving power abroad quite as well as he does 
at home; but the fundamental conditions arc efficiency, fair business 
co-operation, in all of which the government will assist so far as its legal 
functions will permit.

the Kith rather than in the 20th cen- 
tury inasmuch as today there would 
he no encouragement for his genius, 
unless it turned to writing scenarios 
for i lie movies or sex 
plays 
which 


Shakespeare religiously avoided. Some 
people in the Jiudier.ee expected to hear 
more of Shakespeare's plays as 
the 


lecturer touched upon them merely in 
a cursory way, although describing 
them as the best ever written and a 
priceless literary heritage. 


He referred also to the r banged pub- 


lic taste in fiction as well* as in dra- 
matic productions, citing the fact that 
the best novels ever written are now 
but seldom read and that the demand 
is for the ephemeral. 


Dr. Walsh did not 
confine himself 


strictly to his subject, but interspersed 
his talk witii diversions and sallies of 
humor t h a t created merriment among- 
his audience 


Talking- of 
Shakespeare's 
boyhood 


and boys, he said he believed in whip- 
ping- as a cure for some bad boys and 
he doubted if ever a boy was whipped 
who did not later feel grateful to his 
parents for adopting that method. 


Talking of

Lecturer Cordially Greeted 


The lecturer was introduced by Supt, 


Molloy in complimentary terms and 
was cordially greeted by the audience. 


In substance he said: 
"Ordinarily it would 
bo 
assumed 


that since Shakespeare died 300 years 
ago he was rather to be pitied for not 
having lived under some of the in- 
fluences for 
education that are 
af- 


forded in our time, even in our small 
towns, and for the appreciation of his 
genius in our large cities which would 
surely have proved a source of incen- 
tive to all that -was best in him. It is 
true there are some who insist that it 
was a mighty fortunate thing- that he 
went up to London to write plays for 
the English capital at the end of the 
16th century rather than to 
modern 


London or New York at the beginning 
of the 20th. 
It is an extremely diffi- 


cult matter to get people to go to 
Shakespearean 
plays 
in 
our 
time, 


though they seem to have crowded to 
them in Shakespeare's time. The whole 
question of his environment as a boy 
and a man is interesting. 


"He was born, in the little town of 


Stratford which has a history 
that 


runs back to the time when it was 
a ford on the via Strata or paved Ro- 
man way during the Roman 
occupa- 


tion .of Britain. 
The first thing 
the 


Romans always did was to make good 
roads so as to,facilitate the movement 01 
troops. 
How well these roads were 


finished for their purpose will be b,est 
appreciated 
from the fact that now 


after more than isno years they some- 
times form an excellent basis for mod- 
ern English road. 
A politically-con- 


trolled good road made 
in 
modern 


times is fortunate if it lasts IS months. 
Stratford afterwards 
became the seat 


of the monastery of the Benedictines 
and the people found 'how happy 
it 


was to live under the crozier* for the 
monasteries as pointed out by Presi- 
dent Goniiell of the Massachusetts Ag- 
ricultural college, 
were 
really agri- 


cultural schools, 
teaching- thoir 
ten- 


antry how to imnrnv*. 
thoi r 
farms, 


helping them to drain and to irrigate. 
gathering better stock, selecting bel- 
ter seeds for them. A little later Strat- 
ford was the manor town of the bish- 
ops of Worcester. 
They handed over 


the government of Stratford to a com- 
bination of the guilds and so Stratford 
became a model community entirely 
ruled by its own members. 


"There are still extant in Stratford 


a, number of things that show 
how 


well this government succeeded. There 
are, for instance, the little almshouses 
where old couples - lived together 
as 


the shadows lengthened toward 
the 


end. 
We take our poor old couples 


and separate them, 
putting the old 


man with old men and the old woman 
with other old women, and telling- them 
to be happy. 
Our old people live in 


poorhouses far out into the country 
where they never see any one they 
knew in their younger days. The alms- 
houses in Stratford are on a main trav- 
eled street of the town. 
Just next to; 


the almshouses was the guild chapel 
where four masses were said every 
morning and the old folks were tempt- 
ed to get up and go to mass. 
Practi- 


cally every one went to mass every 
morning in the Catholic days in Strat- 
ford and those days were not over or 
only just ended when Shakespeare was 
born. 
His father was accused of re- 


cusancy, that is, refusing to go to the 
Angelican services on Sunday, and his 
mother, as her will shows, undoubt- 
edly died a Catholic.

One of the warmest legislative battles 
of the year is likely to. develop over 
the report filed yesterday by the spe- 
cial commission appointed to consider 
the advisability of abolishing the trial 
justice system which at the present 
time is in vogue in fifteen towns in 
this state, including the town of Me- 
thuen. where William M. Rogers 
is 


serving his fifty-second year as a jus- 
tice. 


1. 18t>5, and holds a commission which 
expires Ocf. 21, of this year. Concern- 
ing the Methuen situation, the com- 
mission says: — 
- ''Methuen is a town which has come 
to have a population of 
14.007 with 


2,474 registered voters (ISTcV largely 
because of the growth of 
Lawrence. 


There has been a trial justice court 
for many years, the present incumbent 
having been in office for approximately 
fifty years. The population is mixed, 
fifteen or sixteen nationalities being 
represented. The present court room 
is the one which has been used for 
many years but is wholly unsulted for 
the purpose. Methuen is three miles 
distant from Lawrence and is connect- 
ed by steam and electric railway ser- 
vice. The trial justice has less busi- 
ness than one would think probable, 
all things considered." 


The report of the commission is par- 


ticularly vigorous in its condemnation 
of the fee system. On th'is subject it 
says: — 
Abolish Fee System 


"From various parts of the common 
wealth the numerous complaints of 
lawyers and others against the abuses 
of the trial justice system indicate that 
the time has come to devise a remedy 
for existing evils. WJiile many excel- 
len 


by issuing a wan-ant without 
just 


cause; but that is what the iaw at the 
present time permits. It has been in 
some instances openly charged 
and 


cases cited that 
trivial 
crimes 
are 


needlessly pressed, that blameless per- 
sons are prosecuted, and that the in- 
nocent are tried and 
convicted to 


swell the income of a trial justice. Is 
it beyond question that a. magistrate 
might not be influenced to some extent 
by reason of the fact that if he issues 
a warrant he gets a fee. while if he re- 
fuses it he gets nothing? Tt is not 


picion thai the decision of a magis- 
trate, depends to any extent upon his 
fee. In the interest of justice, we urge 
the abolition of the fee system." 


Cause and Effect 


Another highly interesting part nf 


the report contains a quotation from 
a letter written to the commission by 
one of the trial 
justices, expressing 


his attitude "in a naive way. to say 
the least," the commission says. Tho 
quotation is as follows: — 


"The various bills to abolish the trial

William Allan Neilson, Ph.D., pro- 


fessor of English at Harvard univer- 
sity, gave a delightful talk before the 
Middlesex Women's club yesterday af- 
ternoon on the subject, "Tho Develop- 
ment of Keats' Thought." 
The, sub- 


ject dealt largely with the all too brief 
life of the harshly criticised English 
poet, whose early poems were disfig- 
ured by conceits and affectations, but 
whoso latest works place him amongst 
the masters of his art. 
Prof. Xellson 


also read from several of his better 
known sonnets and poems. 


Prof. Neilson said that the Keats we 


are familiar with today is the sensu- 
ous Keats. His first volume of poems 
published just 100 years ago received 
a great deal of abuse, .all of which 
was not aimed at him alone, but at 
his friends. 
Many years 
after 
his 


death in Hume—lie died there in 1321 
in his 26th year—love letters of his 
were found and published. The year 
before he died he had fallen in love 
with a girl in London. 
The letters 


shocked 
people 
immeasurably, 
yet 


there was nothing disgraceful or real- 
ly shocking in them. They were sim- 
ply the letters written by a man pos- 
sessing vivid imaginative, powers, to 
a. girl he passionately loved. 
tater biographies of Keats, however, 


brought people to have confidence, in 
the ability of the man. 
They showed 
that instead of being self-indulgent he 
had great power of self criticism. He 
was a man 
one may well admire; 


plucky, 
courageous 
and 
sacrificing, 


sturdy and self-respecting, not 
the 


puny, whining creature his reviewers 
had pictured him. 
Keats' poems have the greatest ap- 


peal to the senses of man. Other poets 
had brought a strong appeal to 
the I 


senses of smell, taste and hearing, hut 
no other had endeavored to bring out 
the sense of touch—the feeling 
ot 


plunging one's hand into cold water, or 
into beds of cooling moss. 


People have said of Keats that ho 


had a fine apparatus for the purpose 


of registering the 
feelings 
of the 


senses, but little mind to speak of. Hit* 
ideas were not crystalized and he di ~ 
not have control over his taste. 
His 


poems were all written in that ag 
which is between youth and manhood. 
In 1820, the year before his death, hi 
published his third volume of poems 
which make us like him best.

volume contained Lamia, Isabella. Ev 
of St. Agnes, the fragment of Hyperion 
and the odes to the Nightingale am" 
the Grecian Urn. It was also in thl< 
volume that Keats showed evidence:

data to show the actual condition of the industry. As a result the com- 
mission has inaugurated a uniform cost accounting system for factories 
and merchandising establishments. 
In the past hanking, brokerage and 


investment firms had often been imposed upon by inaccurate or mis- 
leading statements which under the plan recommended by the Federal 
Trade Commission will be impossible. 


These regulations are now being considered by the Federal Reserve 


Board, and when approved by that body will probably be put into gen- 
eral operation. 
Not only will it be 
possible to show by this method 


the true cost, the assets and liabilities but also whether the business 
is being conducted with the efficiency that the progress of the hour 


demands. 


The nest step proposed is to take advantage of trade associations 


and co-operation. 
Through these agencies competitors couJd standardize 


their products and eliminate unfair practices from their business. There 
can be no success in the foreign market if American manufacturers 
meet there to fight one another. 
Thus two conditions are essential to 


success. First, efficiency at home, and" second, co-operation among busi- 
ness men in marketing their goods abroad. 


The passage of the Webb bill urged by President Wilson will afford 


lhe greater freedom needed for co-operation in developing our foreign 
market after the close of the war. With this bill enacted, our merchant 
marine in operation, foreign selling agencies and branch banks estab- 
lished abroad, there will then be nothing to prevent the American manu- 
facturer from using Ms driving power abroad quite as well as he does 
at home; but the fundamental conditions are efficiency, fair business; Tho 
co-operation, in all of which the government will assist so far as its legal 


functions will permit.

patronized 


Shakespeare's pluys. 
He deplored the 


modern decadence nf 
good 
taste as 


shown by the fact that today the be.st 
of Shakespeare's plays would not be 
as well patronized as the average pic- 
ture'show, 
fie felt that it was for- 


tunate that Shakespeare was horn in 
the itith rather than in the 20th e.en- 
tur# inasmuch as today there would 
be no encouragement for his genius, 
unless it turned to writing scenarios 
for the movies or sex 
plays 
which 


Shakespeare religiously avoided. Some 
people in the audience expected to hoar 
more of Shakespeare's plays as the 
lecturer touched upon them merely in 
a 
cursory way. 
although 
describing 


them as the beat ever written and a 
priceless literary heritage. 


lie referred also to the changed pub- 


lic, taste in lie Li on as well as in dra- 
matic productions, citing the fact that 
the best novels ever written are now 
but seldom read and that the demand 
is for the ephemeral. 


Dr. Walsh did not 
confine himself 


strictly to his subject, but interspersed 
his talk with diversions and sallies of 
humor that created merriment among 
his 
Hudicnr-e 


Talking of 
Shakespeare's 
boyhood 


and boys, he said he believed in whip- 
ping as a cure for some bad boys and 
he doubted if ever a boy was whipped 
who did not later feel grateful to his 
parents for adopting1 that method. 


Talking of hygienic conditions, he 


said it, was noticeable that tho people 
u-ho had the best teeth were those who 
nevor used a tooth 
brush, but

Letflurer Cordially Greeted 


The lecturer was introduced by Supt. 


Molloy in complimentary terms and 
was cordially greeted by the audience. 


In substance he said: 
"Ordinarily it would 
be 
assumed 


that since Shakespeare died 300 years 
ago he was rather to be pitied for not 
having lived under some of the in- 
fluences for 
education that are af- 


forded in our time, even in our small 
towns, and for the appreciation of his 
genius in our large cities which would 
surely have proved a source ot" incen- 
tive to all that was best in him. It is 
true there are some who insist that it 
was a mighty fortunate thing- that he 
went up to London to write plays for 
the English capital at the end of the 
IGth century rather than to modern 
London or New York at the beginning 
of the 20th. 
It :s an extremely diffi- 


cult matter to get people to go to 
Shakespearean 
plays 
in 
our 
time, 


though they seem to have crowded to 
them in Shakespeare's time. The whole 
Question of his environment as a boy 
and a man is interesting1. 


"He was born in the little town of 


Stratford 
which has a history 
that 


runs back to the time when it was 
a ford on the via Strata or paved Ro- 
man way during the Roman occupa- 
tion of Britain. 
The lirst thing the 


Romans always did was to make s°°d 
roads so as to facilitate the movement 01 
troops. 
How well these .roads were 


finished for their purpose will be best 
appreciated 
from 
the 
fact 
thRt now 


after more than 1800 years they some- 
times form an excellent basis for mod- 
ern 
English road. 
A politically-con- 


trolled good road made 
in 
modern 


times is fortunate if it lasts IS months, 
Stratford afterwards 
became the seat 


of the monastery of the Benedictines 
and the people found 'how happy it 
was to live under the crosier' for the 
monasteries as pointed out by Presi- 
dent Goodell of tho Massachusetts Ag- 
ricultural college, 
were 
really agri- 


cultural schools, teaching their 
ten- 


antry how to improve 
their 
farms, 


helping them to drain and to irrigat 
gathering better stock, selecting bet- 
ter seeds for them. A little later Strat 
ford was the manor town of the bish- 
ops of Worcester. 
They handed over 


the government of Stratford to a com- 
bination of the guilds and so Stratford 
me a model community entirely 


ruled by its own members. 


'There are still extant in Stratford 


a number of things that show how 
•well this government succeeded. There 
are, for instance, the little alrnshouses 
where 
old couples lived together a-s 


the shadows 
lengthened toward 
the 


end.' 
AVe take our poor old couples 


and separate them, putting: the old 
man with old men and the old woman 
with other old women, and telling them 
to be happy. 
Our old people live in 


poorhouses far out into the country 
where they never see any one they 
knew in their younger days. The almc- 
louses in Stratford are on a main trav- 
eled street of the town. 
Just next to 


the almshouses was the guild chapel 
where four masses were said every 


orning and the old folks were tempt- 


ed to get up and go to mass. Practi- 
cally every one went to mass every 
morning in the Catholic days in Strat- 
ford and those days were not over or 
only just ended when Shakespeare was 
born. 
His father was accused of re- 


cusancy, that is, refusing to go to tho 
Angelican services on Sunday, and his 
mother, aa her will shows, undoubt- 
edly died a Catholic. 


The Guild School 


"Between the guild chapel and the 


guild almshouses was the guild school, 
to which Shakespeare went in his boy- 
hood. 
I do not know who thought of 


putting the schoolhouse just next to 
the old people, but 
this brought the 


young folks near tlie old folks and I 
am sure that many a mother in Htral- 
ford packed- in her boy's book bag in 
the morning something that was to be 
given to some of the old folks, thus 
teaching her boy practical charity and 
respect for the old, and also that he 
should treat them as he would like 
to have his father and mother treated 
when they grow old. 
Just behind the 


guild school was the playground and 
the old folks could sit at their own 
door and P^O the children at play. No 
finer example of social service has ever 
be-on created than this grouping 
of 


young and old for the benotit of both 
At the 
guild school where 
Shakes- 


peare went they riid not learn many 
things, but they did learn a few things 
well. 
Among these wore Latin 
and 


arithmetic 
Some of Shakespeare's boy- 


hood friends, just sons of the butcher 
and the bake.r and 
the, 
candlestick 


maker 
in 
Stratford, 
learned 
Lat- 


in 
FO 
well 
though 
th<iy 
usually 


trot through 
school 
at 
fifteen, 
that 


they corresponded 
with 
o;u-h . other 


later in life in Latin when the vicissi- 
tudes of tho as yet unorganised postal 
system made their letters li;ihln to he 
read by everyone to whose hands they 
passed. 
The boys w.ere often whipped 


in the school at Stratford but then I 
have yet 
to meet anybody who does 


not feel that the whipping ho received 
as a boy did him prood. 


"From 
Stratford Slinkespeare had to 


go to London to earn liin living us ;* 
young man 
of about. 19 or 
lit). 
We 


wmild call h i m a l-oy but he was al- 
ready mnrricfl and a father, ami his 
father was a bankrupt and there wna 


nothing for him !n Stratford. 
He 


began as a super around [he theatre, 
worked up to be 
stage manager and 


rewrite!' of plays and then began to 
furnish the compary and theatre with 
his own plays. 
London soon crowded 


to see them and he made piles of 
money. 
He had not been in London 


more than 10 years when he was able 
to buy Newplaee. the handsomest house 
in Stratford. 
He was a favorite at 


court and with the nobility, but what 
counted for him was his popularity 
with the Londoners. 
There was only 


a little more than 100.0UO in the city 
when he went up there and they must 
have 
literally gone 
over 
and 
over 


again to see his plays. 


Sanitary Conditions Dad 


"The London of 
that 
time is very 


interesting. 
They had no sewers and 


almost no toilet arrangements of any 
kind. 
There was literally not a bath 


tub anywhere in England. 
There had 


been some excellent bathing' arrange- 
ments in the monasteries, 
but 
they 


were suppressed a generation before 
Shakespeare. 
The 
Londoners 
even 


washed their hands and faces very 
rarely. King' James I is said to have 
washed his hands only some six or 
seven times a year. 
They had no 


napkins, and no table cloths and no 
forks. 
They used their fingers. They 


had not underclothes and 
no 
night 


clothes. 
They wore the same clothes 


night 
and 
day. 
Three-fourths of 


them could not read and .write. 
This 


is literally true. 
They were lacking 


in refinement, but manifestly they had 
good taste. 
They crowded to Shakes- 


peare's plays though there were three 
other theatres in the city and besides 
there was prize lighting and wrestling 
and bear baiting and bull baiting and 
various forms of what we would call 
vaudeville. 
Shakespeare never wrote 


a sex problem play. 
Hamlet is a sex 


problem play, but see how carefully 
Shakespeare passed by that phase of 
the subject. 
The only serious plays 


that attract our people are sex prob- 
lem 
plays. 
Three-fourths 
of 
the 


audience in Shakespeare's time were 
men, three-fourths of the audience in 
our time are women. 
We have 6,000,- 


000 people within 3.1 minutes of 
the 


theatre in New Vork but a. Shakes- 
peare play will not last two weeks. 
They lasted half a year in London for 
Shakespeare 
wrote just 
about 
two 


plays a year in his active 20 years. 
Chin Chin ran two years in New York 
and anatomical shows attract atten- 
tion. 
We have, clean bodies but there 


is something wrong with our minds. 
Wo have retinement but 
are lacking 


in taste. 
Our people are 
educated, 


the Elizabethans were ignorant. 
If 


Shakespeare was writing for our edu- 
cated generation he would starve."

One of the warmest legislative battles 
of the year is likely to develop over 
the, report filed yesterday by the spe- 
cial commission appointed to consider 
the advisability of abolishing the trial 
iusiice system which at the present 
time is in vogue in fifteen towns in 
this state, including the town of Me- 
thuen where William M. Rogers is 
serving his fifty-second year an a jus- 
ticeJlr Rogers was first appointed Aug. 
], 1StJ5. and holds a commission which 
expires Oct. 21, of this year. Concern- 
ing the Methuen situation, the com- 
mission says:— 
"Methuen is a town which lias coino 


to have a population of 
14,007 with 


"474 
registered voters (ISCi), largely 


because, of the growth of 
Lawrence. 


There has been a trial justice court 
for many years, the present incumbent 
having been in office for approximately 
fifty years. The population is mixed, 
fifteen or sixteen nationalities being 
represented. The present, court room 
is the one which has been used for 
many years but is wholly unsuited for 
the purpose. Methuen is three miles 
distant from Lawrence and is connect- 
ed by steam and electric, railway ser- 
vice 
Tho trial justice has less busi- 


ness than one would think probable, 
all things considered." 
The report of the commission is par- 


ticularly vigorous in its condemnation 
of the fee system. On this subject it 
says:— 
Abolish Fee System 


"From various parts of the common 


wealth 
the numerous complaints of 


lawyers and others against the abuses 
of the trial justice system indicate that 
the time has come to devise a remedy 
for existing evils. While many excel- 
lent men are filling the office, of trial 
justice, and the charges of incornpe- 
tency. favoritism or decisions biased 
by increased fees apply to but few. we 
are led by the evidence before us to 
believe it to be expedient to abolish al- 
together at least the fee system. It 
does not seem to accord with our pres- 
ent state of high civilization to have 
a judicial officer increase his income 


by issuing a warrant without 
just 


cause; but that is what the law at the 
present time permits. It has been in 
some instances openly charged and 
cases cited Unit 
trivial 
crimes are 


needlessly pressed, that blameless per- 
sons ars prosecuted, and that the in- 
nocent arc tried and convicted to 
swell the income of a trial justice. Is 
it beyond question that a magistrate 
might not he influenced to some extent 
by reason of the fact that if he issues 
a'warrant lie gets a fee. while if ha re- 
fuses it he gets nothing? It. is not 
well to leave even the chance for sus- 
picion that the decision of a magis- 
trate depends to any extent upon bis 
fee. In the interest of justice, we urge 
the abolition of the fee system." 


Cause and Effect 


Another highly interesting part of 


the. report contains a quotation from 
a letter written to the. commission by 
one of the trial 
justices., expressing 


his attitude'"in a. naive way. to say 
the least." the commission says. The 
quotation is as follows: — 
"The various hills to abolish the trial 


justice courts, so the politicians at the 
state, house tell me. can be traced to a 
motive on the part of justices of district 
courts to enlarge their jurisdiction so 
as to get into the. next salaried class. 
Fully a dozen such hills have been filed 
during the last twenty years. 
The 


trial justices by being constantly at- 
tacked have developed a fighting ma- 
chine that has caused an adverse re- 
port from the judiciary committee in 
every instance but one. 
In 1303 the 


committee reported in favor of the bill 
but the trial justices through then- 
representatives' vote and the trading 
strength of that Vote easily defeated 
the measure." 
After reviewing the question in ail 


its aspects, the commission 
recom- 


mends that no trial justice shall be 
appointed in any town in which one is 
not. now commissioned; that, each jus- 
tice shall receive a salary, instead of 
fees- and that each one shall be re- 
stricted to 
jurisdiction 
of 
criminal 
cases in his own town, over which, in 
most cases, the nearest police or dis- 
trict court is also to be given concur- 
rent jurisdiction.
